Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the conductive metal layer 
14 shown figure 2B of Chang et ah (6,498,367) does not meet claims 1,13, and 14. Applicant argues that layer 14 is not a "continuous 
film extending from the first region [the leftmost N++ region extending into the surface of semiconductor layer 13 from the plane defining 
said surface] to the second region [the center N++ region extending into the surface of semiconductor layer 13 from the plane defining 
said surface]." However, figure 2B clearly shows that layer 14 is continuous and does extend from the first to the second region. 
Applicant further argues that layer 14 does not "physically contact the first and second regions." Once again, it is clear from the figure 
that it does. Finally, applicant argues that layer 14 is not "formed between the first and second regions." However, claims 1,13, and 14 d 
not merely require that the layer be formed between the regions, rather, the claims require "a conductive layer formed between the first 
and second regions and above the plane," said plane forming the upper surface of the layer the regions are formed in. In other words, th 
claims require the conductive layer to be above as well as between the regions. Chang et al.'s layer 14 meets this combined limitation at 
least as well as does layer 120 of applicant's exemplary embodiment, figure 6.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.
